“BIG INJUNS.” 


Four Braves Who Killed 
Their Medicine Man. 


Out Salutary Punishment for 
Malpractice, 


A Caso Pending Before the United 
States Court. 


The Plea Modified from Not Gality to Gailty of 
Mansiaughter—‘ome Interesting Bits of 
History Concerning the Killing— 
Long-deferned Justice. 


By consent of the United States officials, 
the four Indians indicted by the United 
States Grand Jury several months ago, for 


murder of.-Juan Baptista, an Indian 


medicine man, yesterday modified their 
pleas of ‘not guilty,” and pleaded guilty to 
the crime of manslaughter. The crime for 
which they were indicted was committed 
on Christmas, 1856, on 
River Indian -leservation, and 
was witnessed by about 320 of ~ the 
tribe, lt appears that they knew something 
was going to happen to Juan Baptista, the 
“medicine man,” and they gathered on the 
high ground commanding a good view of 
the spot where Bill Whaley and Poncho 
were concealed with loaded Winchesters to 
give Hunter Jim his. quietus. Salt 
Lake Pete and Juan Chino, the two other 
Indians indicted along with Poncho and 
Bill Whatey fer the murder-of Juan—_Bap- 
tista, on the day in question, after 
a conversation with some other mem- 
bers of the tribe, went to the house 
of the medicine man and invited 
him out for a walk. He is said to have-been 


rst to have been reluctant to go out of 
his house with them, but pride, or perhaps | 
4ioom, caused him to consent to go with | 
them. The three then followed 


going on ahead. When he got opposite the | 


tired their rifles, ‘and he fell down bebind a 
large boulder. His guides did not take a 
hand in his actual murder, but 
acted simply as decoys. They were 
equally guilty, however, and were indicted 
as accessories before the fact. A number 
of the tribe were brought to thiscity and 
examined by United States Conimissioner 
Van Dyke, and they could give no reason- 
able account of their presence on the 
virious hills commanding a good view of the 
murder. The only explanation attempted 
by them was that “they thought something 
was going to os The Commissioner 
thought at the time that most of the wit- 
nesses the murder believed that the 
“medicine man’ was going 
driven from the tribe for failing to cure the 
chief who died, and was a great favorite 
in the tribe. Some of them admitted that 
they thought he was to be stoned. 
Juan Baptista, the “medicine man,” had 
been called in some weeks before his tak- 
ing off to cure Hunter Jim, the favorite 
chief of the tribe and a brother-in-law of 
Bill Whaley, who was one of the slayers.

He 
told them that they should do as the white 
man does when not pleased with a doctor— 
they should dismiss him. His arguments 
failed to convince them, and they left, 
fully determined to~ “scare” the 
They told the agent that they would give 
the indian doctor two weeks’ probation in 
which to cure Huuter Jim. Juan Baptista 
was informed of this decision, ahd to con- 
ciliate them, offered to give his servives for 
the probationary term without reward. 

Unfortunately Hunter Jim had started on 
his traveis for the happy hunting-grounds 
before the two weeks expired, and there 
was great grief among his kinsmen in the 
tribe. Hunter Jim was a great favorite and 
his relatives were possessed of the idea 
that the Indian doctor had killed him in- 
tentionally. A consultation was held 
among the more fierce of his followers, and 
it was determined to kill the Indian doctor, 
but this decision was kept secret from the 
majority of the tribe. The morning of the 
murder, after it had been accomplished, 
and doubtiess fearing the consequences 
of the act, some of them called 
on the Indian agen® and very 
cunningly told hiin that they had been do- 
bad. He inquired what the 
they replied they had kille 
the medicine man, because ener did not 
want him around &ny longer. They were 
‘arrested by a constable and taken before a 
justice of the peace at Porterville, but were 
subsequently released, as that official heid 
that he had no jurisdiction of the case, as 
the crime had been committed on an Ludian 
reservation. 

For months these four Indians kept out 
in the hills of the reservation, and the 
United States deputy marshals could not 
find any of them. Last March, Salt | 
Lake Pete, one of the murderers, was ar-

THE HKALTH OFFLOBR. 


An East-sider Has a Tilt with Him 
Over a Nuisance, ; 
William Nicol, vice-president of . the 
~Nuelle and Nicol Pianing Mill Company, 
who resides in East Los Angeles, near the 
corner of Hancock and Hawkins streets, is 
very much in earnest in his desire to have 
several pestilential nuisances in bis vicinity 
abated, | 
Complaint was made some time ago about 
a foul-smelling vault or cesspool main- 
tained by one of the neighbors, and after a 
tedious siege with the health office, the 
matter was appealed directly to the Mayor, 
and he had the nuisance abated. But the 
precaution came late. A week ago last 
Friday evening, an 8-year-old boy, who 
lived on the infested premises, went bome 
from school complaining. He developed a 
case of diphtheria, and on the following 
Tuesday he was buried. It is said that 
diphtheria is becoming prevalent in the 
neighborhood. 
Mr. Nicol has a boy 10 years old, 


‘and he is in great fear that the 
lad may contract the dread dis- 
| ‘asegy hence his earnest efforts in the 


way of clearing out the pest-breeding nui- 
sances, Ten days ago he made complaint 
about a heap of bones that has been thrown 
| out in a backvard and which were festering 

in the sun and emitting foul odors. No at- 
tention was paid to the nuisance, 

Yesterday Mr. Nicol called up the Health 
Officer by telephoue, repeated his compfaint 
about the pile of stinking bones and rather 
sharply demanded that it be attended vo 
Within 24 hours or he would enter com- 
plaint with the Mayor. ‘Phis-elicifed froin 
the Heaith Officer the classical and courte- 
ous response: “Go to h—I and teil the 
Mavor it you want to.” 

When Mr. Nicol visitea the health office 
in person subsequently and asked for an 
explanation, Dr. Reese, the Health Officer, 
admitted that he was the one who did the 
talking over the telephone. 

Mr. Nicol was searching for the Mayor 
yesterday afternoon to lay the case before 
him. His friends adyised him to prefer 
charges against the Health Officer before 
the Board of Health, and make a test case 
of it. Health Officer Reese was seen by a 
TIMES reporter last evening, and gave his 
version of the case, which varies in.some 
important respeets from Mr. Nicol’s. -He 
says that the vault nuisance had been 
abated three days before the matter was re- 
ferred to him by the Mayor, As tothe 
pile of bones referred to, that. was over- 
looked by McAvoy, his assistant, who re- 
ceived the complaint at the same time the 
vault was mentioned, but he did not make 
outa ticket for that particular nuisance. 
Hie investigated the bones yesterday and 
referred it to. the Street Superintendent, 
whose department is supplied with wagons, 
and is, therefore, required to do all the 
| carting away from streets and vacant lots. 

Dr. Reese says that when Nicol called by 
telephone he refused to give his name or 
specify the nuisance complained of, and 
said that if “those bones’? were not re- 
moved within 20 minutes complaint would 


e made tothe Mayor. ‘‘You _know_where |

‘The 
proprietors of the saloon were cited to ap- 
pear at the next meeting of the board and 
show cause why their license should not be 
revoked, after which the ladies thanked the

Sergt. Harris reported that the saloon 
at 152 North Alameda street was noisy and 
disorderly in character, and, on motion, the 
license for the place was revoked, 

The reports of Capt.-Loomis and Sergt. 
Davis were also submitted and placed 
on file, but contained nothing of impor- 
tance, beyond the fact that all the gambling 
places were closed. 

Chief Benedict also submitted his weekly 
report, containing a number of recommen- 
dations, action on which wes postponed 
until the arrival of Judge Humphreys. 

A bill against ex-Officer Hughes was 
presented, but, as he was no longer con- 


ierred to the Fire Commnissioners, Hughes 
now being an engineer in the department. 

Officer Dorsey presented a petition ask- 
ing for pay for sickness, caused in the dis- 
charge of his duty. The matter was laid 
over until Dr. Choate could appear before 
the board. 

Action on the Missing Link saloon was” 
postponed until next wee, as the attorney 
in the case could not be present. 

A petition was received asking that the 
police enforce the hitching ordinance, 
which was referred to the Chief. Mr. Ben- 
edict said that the law would be strictly 
carried out. 

A protest was received against the placin 
of a telephone-post at the corner of Secon 
and Fort streets. The Chief was instructed 
to remove the pole. 

The Douglass charges were then taken 
up, and Harris stated that he had seen Mr. 
Douglass, who had told him that a man who 
answered to the description of Wimmer of

The way in 
which additional spirits were often made 
was by the use of a false face, and the 
MASKS Were Carried into the cabinet by be- 
ing fastenéd on her knee, while the gauze 
Was concealed in her bustle. The 
witness then related the story of the 
exposé, of how he had the plags for corral- 
ling the spirits -arranged beforehand, 
how the perfermanee-was-conducted on the 
fatal niclit, and how the paraphernalia was 
handed to himseif and his wife, with the 
ejaculation from the defendant, *‘For God’s 
sake don’t let anyone see it!’ The wit- 
ness identified the mask as the one which 
was captured at the exposé, and when asked 
if he had ever seen it representing any par- 
ticular spirit, he.took the flexible mask in 
his hand, and, looking at it steadfastiy, re- 
plied: ‘Yes, I have seen thatin turn rep- 
resent Carry Miller, Lillie Roberts, a small 
baby, and my cousin Liza, and many a cold 
kiss have | impressed upon those lips.”

SORK THROAT. 


ROA 
Inflammetory action of any kind in the nose_ 


speedily extends itseif to the throat. From 
the throat each breath we draw carries the 
irritation onward and downward through the 
bronchial tubes: as these are involved the 
supply of air to the lungs becomes gradually 
diminished. tubercies may form and bronebi- 
tis end in consumption. “Sore throat” '8 the 
popular term used in speaking of throat dis- 
eases, differing wid ly from each other in 
their nature and treatment. 


The throat comprises the whole space froni 


the posterior nares down to the entrance into 
the windpipeand gullet. The several parts 
liable to disease are the mucous membrane 
lining the throat, the mucous follicles or little 
xlands, which. in health, secrete the lubricat- 
ing mucous, the uvula or pedulus part which 
hangs down from tne curtain of the paiate 
and the tonsils. 
ACUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT. 

The most simpie form of throat disease is 
inflammation of the mucous membrane, re- 
sulting from recent cold. It ismost prevalent 
in cold or damp weather. Thesymptoms are 
a roughness in the throat, with a slight pain 
and swelling. The throat looks red and angry 
and the tongue it slightly coated with white 
fur. Withinafew days small whitish spots 
which look iike ulcers, form on ihe back oO 
the tnroat and about-the root of the tongue. 
If the attack he mild, these aphthous points 
disappear at the end of three or four days, but 
when more severe they leave behind them 
surerticial ulcers. When the acute inflamma- 
tion is not entirely removed itis liable to de- 
generate intoa chronic form, and gradually 
develop whatis called granular disease, or it 
may end in an abcess of the tonsil glands, or 
cause chronic enlargment of the tonsils and 
elongation of the uvula. 

CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 

This, like nearly all affections of the throat 
and nose, usually begins with a severe cold, 
and is almost aiways attended with hoarse- 
ness. It is more frequently a mere extension

of catarrh or sore throat than an original ais- 
ease, the irritation escaping down and fixing 
itself upon the delicate organ'sm of this part, 
and thence gradually journeying onward to 
the lungs. When it occurs as a consequence 
of catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms are 
comparatively mild. There may be pan but 
it is more common to find only a sense of tick- 
ling which p ovokes cough. Many comp'!ain 
of a sensation as of “something sticking 
there,’’'to get rid of which they keepupa 
rasping effort to clear the wind-;ipe. The 
voice is always more or }éss affected, being 
rovghin the early stage, but more feeble 
after the disease is fully eatablished. There 
is often a siight tenderness over that promi- 
nence of the neck known asthe “Apple of

The causes which prodtce this form of dis- 
ease are various. t arises in clergymen end 
public speakers and others from too violent 
use of the voice. The vocal cords become ex- 
hausted and lose their tone from straining 
and overuse. Dustand all irritating matters 
in the air are liable to be drawn into the wind- 
pipe and produce irritation. It is more often

tion extending down 1o the larynx by reason 
of the continuity of mucous membrane. 

But from whatever cause it arises it is al- 
ways a serious malady. The chronie form 
threatens the complete destruction of the 
voice, and rarely ends until it has involved 
the lungs in disease.

n the other hand chronic laryngitis fre- 
quently occurs asa sequel of consumption, 
and is produced, or at east very much aggra- 
vated, by the irritation of the expectorated 
matter.

which will remove its cause, and these we 
have considered, and shall more fully con- 
sider, under the head of “Consumption.” 

In addition to inflammation, acute or 
chronic, the larynx is liable to abscesses, to 
warty growths and to polipi. Under the action 
of long continued irritation the vocal cords 
become thickéned, rendering the voice husky 
and indistinct. And again, we may have com- 
plete loss of voice from palsy of the cords, 
constituting ari «ffection known to the physi- 
cians by the term of “Aphonia.”” Unless the 
remedies are applied to the seat of the diseass 
it is useless to try toeffectacure. Itisfor 
this reason that judicious inhalations are suc- 
cessful when ali other means have been tried 


without avail. 
TONSILITIS 

ls an acute inflammation of the tonsils, 
which consiats of a coliection or mass of 
small mucuous follicles or glands whose oflice 
is tosecrete a portion of the fluid which keeps 
the throat moist. There are ,ersons who suf- 
fer every winter, sometimes oftener, with an 
attack of acute inflammation of these glands, 
Tne trouble begins with a slight soreness 
and swelling, which gradually increases un- 
til the act of swallowing is attended with 
great suffering. 

These glands are sometimes affected by a 
chronic inflammation, and are found enlarged 
and very much hardened. In such cases they 
secrete a thin, unhealthy, irritating fluid, 
which is spread Over the throat, perpetuating 
the disease. In the throats of many young 

rsons these glands are permanently 640 
arge as to rerder respiration exceedingly 
difficult. The defective breathing of children 
thus atfected often occasions contraction of 
the chest, and lays the foundation for con- 
sumption. The eustachian tubes (the mouths 
of which are just above the palate) are often 
inflamed. snd partial deafness is the result, | 

Mapy patients suffering trom a throat dts- 
ease are dyspeptic, and suffer with depression 
of spirits. So otten dves this symptom pre- 
sentitself that it may almost be rewarded as 
one of the _ peculiar ties. 
afflicted have usually the dark and dingy look 
of the face which denotes functional de 
rangement of the liver.

GRANULAR SORE THROAT 

Is the most serious form of throat disease. It 
is so called because on loekinginto the throat 
granulations of various sizes are seen, stud- 
ding the membrane and causing it to appear 
rough and uneven. Sometimes these granu- 
lations appear in patehes, but generally they 
are reguiar and distinct. When allow+d to 
progress the mucous follicles of the larynx 
soon become. involved, and then we have 
added tethe other symptons a huskiness of 
the voice in speaking or reading a'oud, witha 
sreqdest effort toclear the windpipe, by which 
a thick, sticky, bluisn-colored mucous is 
forced off with considerable difficulty. The 
transition froma simpie toagranular sore 


ythroat is very easy. The patient becomes eon- 


scious of vexatious titillation, preducing a de- 
sire to clear the throat several times during 
the course of the day. He may not notice 
this himself, butit is, nevertheless, observed 
by hisfriends Some months later this di--

something sticking in his throat.

* The trial of the Wolffs and Peterson was 
resumed yesterday morning. The direct 
examination of Mrs. Wolff was continued. 

Mrs. Wolff testified: V/ilson deceived us 
in saying my husband could get work in 
San Juan at his business, When I charged 
him with this he said that he was in love 
with me and wanted us to stopover. He 
said that when a man is in love he hasa 
rightto take any measures to win success. 

District Attorney Dupuy then crossex- 


amined the witness. He asked her first, 


about her prior life and her conduct before 
she came to San Juan. These questions 
were objected to and not allowed by the 
Court. 


The witness then testified, under the 
cross-examination, to the following facts: 
When we landed at San Juan it was6 
o’clock. The men had been unloading ties. 
We then all went to the cabin, where we 
staid. Wilson staid at. the hotel the first 
three days. He then said it cost him too 
much and came to the cabin. He slept in 

division with Wolff and Peterson. 

€ nade up our minds to leave the town 
about the third day, as there was no suit- 
able work. We hadthe things packea up 
and were going away, when Wilson brought 
aman who gave Wolff and Peterson work 
onthe bathhouse. They worked there six 
orseven days. They were then going to 
build a store for a man, when, on account 
of Wilson’s threats, they left and all went 
toNanta Ana.

hen Wilson choked my husband :Peter- 
sonand I were in the cabin. Peterson in- 
terfered, when Wilson turned and ordered 
him out of the house. He turned to me and 
said: “G—d— you, woman, get out of the 
way or you will get the same,” He then 
toid Peterson to get out, and he did so. 
Wilson was drunk, the rest sober. After 
Peterson was gene Wilson again attacked 
tay husband. He called him all sorts of 
aames. I cried and the baby cried and Wil- 
son stopped. I then ordered my husband 
Out of the cabin. 1 could not go, as the tide 
was up and I wou'd have to walk through a 
foot of water. ‘This was in the evening. 
About 9 o’clock Peterson came back. Wil- 
son drew his knife and went to see who it 
was. I asked that Peterson stiy there, as it 
would prevent talk. Wilson consented. 
The witness was then examined as to the 
knife -in Wilson’s possession, Attorney

Peterson went to work the next morning. 
Wilson and I had a conversation about the 
rumpus of the night before. I told Wilson 
he was beet and he said he would go 
down and make it all right.

tter go toa justice and get a divorce.” 
My husband toid me that Wilson had told 
him lies about me; that 1 wanted to go back 
on him. Iltold him that Wilson wa3a liar. 
This was in German, and made Wilson 
mad. He said we should talk nothing but 
English or Spanish when we were in his 
house. This was on Thursday or Friday,

about May 11th.

Wilson 
put his arms around me from behind and

He said 
Wolff was no man. He could kill him with 
one finger.

‘This~ was on 
Saturday. I returned on Sunday, and found 
my Fusband atSan Juan Capistrano. He 
‘Was surprised to see me. We. went to Men- 
delssohn’s fer dinner. @ were nowhere 
else. About 2 p.m. my husband was taken 
sick. He was delirious till 5 the next morn- 
ing. Mendeissonn and I went to San Juan- 
by-the-Sea with a team on Monday. We 
got Peterson there and returned. He was 
not drunk. Peterson did not say of my hus- 
“band: “Let the d—n fool alone; let him 
die.” I did not say: “Do you want to dis- 
me?” When we returned my hus- 
nd -was still in bed. All he had taken 
was strong black coffee and lemon water. 
Mrs. Mendelssohn said strong coffeewas the 
best,thing. ‘he matter was with lis stomach. 
My husband wanted Wiisun to be arrested, 
but Peterson and Mendeissonn advised him 
to let him alone and leave the town. We 
all went to Santa Ana, There we engaged 
ahouse. On Tuesday Peterson went back 
to San Juan for freight. I don’t knew 
where my husband went. He and Peter- 
son came back together. The furniture 
came and we got it into the house. ‘This 
was on the 16th of May. My husband went 
to San Juan after some screws for the 
stove. ‘The two men came back.on the 17th, 
On the 22d we arranged to go to San Juan. 
We started on the 23d about6a.m. At be- 
tween 10 and 11 we passed Wilsun at Cap- 
istrano, and drove tv San Juan-by-the-Sea. 

When Wilson came up to the wagon by 
the hotel he was intoxicated. He asked 
about Santa Ana, and I answered him. We 
drove around the hotel and hitched the 
horses. Wilson met us behind the hotel. 
He said to my husband: “You had better 
look out. I don’t rest till I see you dead 
before my feet.””, My husband replied: 
don’t want any more trouble with you. 
Come around before the hotel where all can 
see 

The witness then’ repeated the circum- 
stances of the shooting nearly as given by 
her on the direct examination. She also 
said: “My husband had his pistol ever 
since we were married. Peterson had his 
pistol ever since 1 Knew him, about turee 
years.”’ 

Wilson asked no rent for the cabin. We 
offered to pay for it, but Wilson would not 
take anything. 1 said I would pay when 
we got some money. When the shooting 
occurred, [ remember nothing after the first 
two shots. Wolff wastwo feet from Wilson 
when the second shot was fired. 

Attorney Dupuy ther took a cane anda 
two-foot rule and had the witness place him. 
at the distance the two men were apart. It 
proved to be between two and three feet, 

Witness resuming: lsaw no knife that 
day in Wilson’s hand. When we waiked 
back to the teani my husband and Peterson 
were nuch excited. My husband was very 

ale and could hardly get into the wagon. 
Peterson shook very much. 

The witness was then cross-examined as 
to the circumstances of the arrest. She tes- 
tified that she said “He did the snooting, put 
he was driven to it. He could get no re- 
dress from Judge Bacon.” 

I may have said that Wilson got what he 
deserved. 1 don’t remember that 1 spoke 
of Wilson kissing me or writing letters to 
me. Idid a greatdeal of talking to save 
my husband’s life. Idid not see my hus- 
band step vack when Wilson advanced, as 
he was vehind me. I know, however, that 
he did so. | 


Afternoon Session.

Wolff was-telling Mr. Wolff that Wiison 
was asking her for money to pay some 
liquor bills. \ At that moment ilson 
rushed in and said he wanted na such talk- 
ing there, He then grabbed Wolff by the 
throat. Mrs. Wolff interfered, but Wilsen 
told her to shut-up or she would get the 
same, @ ordered me out of*the house, 
He said to Wolff that he would kill him 
yet. I went out when ordered, and walked 
around for awhile, fter awhile 1 came 
b.ck to the cabin. ilaon was there. 1 
asked for my blankets. Mrs. Wolff asked 
me to stay. Wilson said it was all! right. 

I stayed there all night. Wolff did not 
come back that night. I met him next day 
at the bathhouse where we worked. Dur- 
ing the next forenoon iison came and 
called Woiff down to speak to him. The 
spoke a few words, afid Wilson waiked 0 
toward the cabin. I went to the hotel to 
dinner. I did not see Wolff again that 
afternoon. That evening I saw bim at the 
hotel. We gm to get the things away 
from the cabin. 1 went there witha team, 
but Wilson would not give them up. He 
said that he wanted some money for rent. 
1 told him he had $8 from me and some 
underclothes from Wolff. I did not get the 
things. I heard Wilson say something 
about getting adivorce to Mr. Wolff. He 
said: “You had better get a divorce and 
be clear of her.” 

Wolff subsequently went to San Juan 
Capistrano. On Monday Mr. Mendelssohn 
and Mrs. Wolff came after me. I went to 
Capistrano with them and found Wolff 
there sick, Wolff went before Judge Bacon 
to get outa warrant against Wilson, but 
was advised not to. We all three went to 
Santa Ana the same day to get a house 
there. We got one the next day. 

I went back to San Ju in-by-the-Sea to get 
the te shipped by freight to Santa Ana. 
I stay there a few days. worked on 
the pavilion a day and a half. I was trying 
to get a contract to work ona house there. 

On Monday noon Mr. Wolff came down 
to see about the contract, which 1 did not 
get. On Monday foreneon I went to Pot- 
ter’s saloon and met Wilson there. He 
.sked how the Woltfs were getting on. He 
said: ‘I would like to see Wolff down here. 
I would fix him.” I asked: “What for?” 
He said: “None of your business.’, I 
walked back to the hotel and saw Wolff 
coming from the train. We went to dinner. 
Wolff asked about the contract. 1 said the 
best thing he could do was'to go back to 
Santa Ana, as Wilson had threatened his 
life. Lagreea to go back with him. We 
got to Santa Ana that evening on a 
construction train, and next ony, fixed up 
the house with the furniture. That even- 
ing 1 said [ would go back to San Jaan-by- 
the-Sea and straighten up some business 
matters. The next morning I got a one- 
seated wagon, At Mrs. Wolff’s request I 
changed it for a two-seated wagon, and we 
all three went down with the baby. I don’t 
remember any threats but these I have men- 
tioned. Wilson had said several times that 
he thought the world of Mrs. Wolff. 1 paid 
no attention, regarding it rather as a joke. 

One day Wilson wanted me to take a 
letter for him to Mrs. Wolff. I suggested 
his mailing it, but he said ‘‘No. I want to 
make sure of the letter getting to her, as I 
love her and like her and want her to know 
it.”’ I refused to carry it. Heurged me to, 
but I would not. 1 saw the letter addressed 
to Mrs. Wolff. 

I know Mr. Pope, the station agent af 
San Juan. His feelings toward Wolff and 
myself were unfriendly. The trouble 
arose from his shipping our furniture by ex-

It was a matter of some clothes 
and the rent and a dollar loaned. 

The witness then described the trip to 
Santa Ana and the circumstances up to the 
shooting. His evidence was substantially 
the same as that given by Mrs. Wolff the 
day before. 

When we met Wilson behind the hotel he 
said, “Wolff, you had better look out for 
yourself or I will fix you.” Wolff said he 
didn’t want anything to do with him. If 
he had anything to say he had better come 
around to the front of the*hotel where peo- 
ple could see us. In front of the hotel Wil- 
son stood and faced us. Wolff said, ‘‘You 
have kissed my wife twice unbe- 
known to ime.” Wilson said “No,” ina low 
tone. Wolff then said, ‘You have written 
hier letters.”’ Wilson said that he wrote 
her a letter to explain things, but Peterson 
would net take it. Wolff then asked him: 
“Do you leve my wife?” Wilson said: 
“Yes, it I kill you fer it, Llove her.” Just 
then Wilson put his hand to where he car- 
riea his knife and took a step forward. At 
that moment Wolff shot him. I did not see 
Wolff draw his pistol. I was disturbed and 
don’t remember. “All I could see was that 
Wilson staggered, wheeled to his left and 
fell right side down on the porch. I think 
Wilson stood within a foot or eighteen 
inches of the: porch when shot. He just 
wheeled and fell right over onthe porch, 
passing in irontof the door. Lsaw Woiff 
step backward when Wilson advanced be- 
fore the shot was fired. 

Question: What did you believe Wilson 
was going to do when he put his hand 
down to his pants? |Objested to.) Mr. 
Stephens said that the witness is not 
charged with doing the shooting. 

District Attorney Dupuy said 
just what he was charged with. 

Mr. Stephens said that he could only be 
regarded as an accessory. It was the rule 
that killing was justifiable if the party com- 
mitting it beiieved his life was in danger. 
This he had the right to prove by the wit- 
ness, as he was technically charged with 
the murder. . The danger need not be real, 
but only apparent, to justify the defense. 

Judge Gardiner ruled that the question 
would only be relevant as it applied to 
Peterson’s own conduct between the draw- 
ing of the knife and the shooting. Witness 
resumed: 

Wilson wheeled around when shot, said 
““G—d d—n you,” staggered and feil on his 
side on the porch. I heard the second shot, 
but stood dazed till it was all over. I did not 
know there was to be any shooting, and 
had not heard Wolff make any threats. 

I saw Theisen sitting on the porch, We 
were about five feet away from hiin, and 
about two feet from the porch. Wilson 
fell on his right side and partly on his 
breast. 

After the shooting we went around the 
hotel to where the team was kitched. Woltf 
said nothing to Theisen, nor did he flourish 
his oe before him. 

The witness then detailed the circum- 
stances of the arrest. He said that Pope 
brought up some rope to tie Wolff with, but 
it was not done. At the magistrate’s office 
Pope said that he would have all of them 
strung up if Mrs. Wolff didn’t stop her 
noise. The witness had a pistol, and gave 
it up to Constable Weber at Capistrano. 

The court adjourned till this morning. 
when the direct examination of Peterson 
will be resumed.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.j| The Secretary of the Interior 
today met the Sioux chiefs by appointment 
and read and carefully explained the 
change which the President had decided to 
recommend to Congress, provided the In- 
dians signify their willingness to accept 
the law with proposed amendments. sSec- 
retary Vilas spoke for about two anda half 
hours, fully explaining every point. He 
complimented the Indians on their manly 
speeches and declared that the Government 
was deeply interested in their welfare. The 
proposed changes are: First, the Govern- 
ment will place to the credit of the Indians 
$1 for every acre of land disposed of to 
homesteaders during the first three years 
after the passage of the law, and 75 cents 
per acre for all lands so disposed of dur- 
ing the next two years and 50 cents

This is in addition to 
payments which the present act calls for. 
Instead of being supplied With oxen, the 
President proposes that each bead of a fam- 
ily be supplied with a pairof American 
mares and a double harness, By the pro- 
posed amendments, the Santees and Fland- 
raux are prevented from sharing with the 
Sioux in the proceeds of the contemplated 
sale. The last amendment provides that all 
allotments shall be absolutely free from 
taxation for 25 years. Other minor changes 
are made, 

The chiefs took the matter under con- 
sideration, and will report. to the Secretar 
probably tomorrow whether they wi 
recommend to their tribe the rejection or 
acceptance of the law as amended.

The above thoughts were suggested 
by an article in yesterday's TIMES,

-manufactures., Being asked to give 
'my opinion as to what can be manu- 
factured here successfully, and what 
are the principal requisites, I will say: 

Five or six years ago, before the 
boom, this question was agitated, and 
‘quite a lively interest was taken. All 
sorts of inducements were offered, or 
purposed to be, by the ‘Manufacturers’ 
Association,” to induce capital to en- 
gage in manufacturing in Los An- 
geles. But just as soon as people com- 
menced coming here with money the 
price of real estate commenced to go 
up, so that buying and selling dwarfed 
all other business, and the man that 


looked upon as a very useless encum- 
brance, and instead of encouraging 


had'been led to suppose would be done 
from resolutions of the Manufac- 
turers’ Association that ail capital in- 
vested in manufacturing should be ex- 
empted from taxation for teu years, an 
extra tax was imposed. The license 
tax, that had been left  uncol- 
lected, was again enforced, and made 
| double what it formerly was, 
‘and if per chance the manufacturer 
Was compelled to leave a piece of 
machinery in the streets, and- did not 
his ‘walks swept and garnished 
for the real-estate boomers to pass and

Well, now, to get at what I started 
out to say about manufacturing. I 
have never been one to think that Los 


manufacturing city, for reasons that 
are apparant to ever one who has given 
The want of 
fuel, the want of the raw material and 
a limited market—these are the chief 
obstacies. To build up a_ large city 
here, I don’t think itis altogether de- 
pendent on manufacturing, in view 
of the many other resources 
we have. And.as they are developed, 
manufacturing will grow with them. 
There are many kinds of goods that 
can be shipped here in a semi-manu- 
factured state, such portions as_ re- 
‘quire much machine work being done 
before shipping. This would be manu- 
facturing to the same extent as many 
of our eastern manufacturers do. 
There are carriages sola here in Los 
Angeles from éastern manufactories 
that use no machinery at all; they buy 
their stock ready to put together. This 
is true of many other kinds of goods. 
I see no reason why manufacturing of 
this kind cannot be done quite exten- 
sively when labor gets settled down to 
business, which will be as soon as la- 
borers can live as cheaply here as at 
the East. 

This brings up a question for some 
one te-answer: Why they cannot so 
live; is it the fault of the producer, or 
does he make great profits’? It is just 
the same with the producer when he
